In the middle age s, doctors had pa­ 
tients su ffering from headache, nerv ­ 
ou sness, sleeplessness, pains In their 
joints and mu scles, Ju st as they hav e 
today . 
They gav e the patients pow­ 
dered mummy , brought at great ex - 
penst 
ru m Egy pt. Scientific men said, 
“What nonsense.” 
Put Sir Arnmnd 
RuflVr, the great authority on mum­ 
mies, say s that the Egy ptians pre­ 
serv ed their dead by painting the body 
inside and out with bitumen or pitch, 
taken from the pitch pools of lower 
Sy ria. 
Today the place where the 
Egy ptians got their pitch is one of the 
world’s great oil fields. 
What Is bitumen? 
Ev aporated pe­ 
troleum. 
So it was the world’s ear­ 
liest coal-tar product. It Is the source 
from which the manufacturing chem­ 
ist of today gets aspirin. 
So the doc­ 
tor of today giv es his patient ex actly 
the same remedy that his predecessor 
of four hundred y ears ago gav e Ids 
patients, only it’s in a nice tablet in­ 
stead of powdered mummy . 
Farmers and gardeners hav e Ion. 
insisted that some seeds should bo 
planted In the dark of the moon. “ All 
nonsense.” 
But a celebrated botanist 
has J ust found that the moon’s phases 
do affect the growth of seeds. 
So don’t believ e any thing 
unless 
there is some reason for i t ; but don’t 
sa y any thing can’t be true because 
there’s no ev idence for it now.

This is the ruling of 
Rollin Swisher, chairman of the state 
civ il serv ice commission, who, in a 
decision Thursday 
morning, 
ordered 
the reinstatement of \V. M. Hughes, 
as farmer at the Greene county home. 
Mr. Hughes is 68 y ears of age. He 
has spent more than 20 y ears as farm­ 
er at the Greene county home. T). E. 
Crowe the superintendent discharged 
Hughes because of his age, and said 
that “ he was too old to perform the 
duties of his position. 
Hughes came back and said that his 
adv anced 
y ears made 
no difference 
and when Mr. Swisher went to Xenia 
Tuesday , to hear the appeal for rein­ 
statement many of the best farmers 
in and around the Greene county in­ 
stitution testified that crops from the 
home farm were by far the best in the 
township, that Mr. Hughes could do as 
much work as any one 20 y ears y oung­ 
er, was a hard worker and absolutely 
competent t,o discharge the duties of 
his office. 
Chairman Swisher gav e his decision 
in the case Thursday morning and or­ 
dered the reinstatement of Mr. Hughes 
at once. “ The issue in the remov al of 
Mr. Hughes was that he was unable to 
perform the duties of his office. 
The 
6 8 y ears bear lightly on his shoulders 
and his reinstatement 
is 
ordered/’ 
Chairman Swisher said. 
This is the first time in the history 
of the civ il serv ice commission that 
an attempt has been made to remov e 
a person from the classified serv ice 
because of his age.
